one stroke, the state relief com­ 
mission today granted $2,408 ,8 08 
in relief to Ohio cities and coun­ 
ties suffering from unemployment.

Discovery of the shotgun which 
Sheriff Sesler believed was used in 
slaying Basing as he sat astride a 
horse at a water trough on his 
farm yesterday evening came while 
a posse of 100 citizens scoured the 
countryside for the assassin. 
* 
OUTGROWTH OF QUARREL 
Sheriff Sesler said that the shot 
gun which he had located had been 
seen within the last twelve hours. 
The official ventured the opinion 
that the slaying of Basing was the 
outgrowth of a neighbor’s quarrel. 
Silk wads of the shotgun which 
killed Basing were found by mem­ 
bers of the searching posse also, 
Sheriff Sesler said. The wads had 
been used in a number four shell 
and could be used in the type of a 
weapon which he discovered. 
Sheriff’s deputies of Franklin- 
co at Columbus also are investigat­ 
ing the mysterious shooting, Sesler 
said. He declined to reveal on what 
theory they were working, how­ 
ever. 
The shot that killed Basing was 
believed to have been fired from a 
cornfield 30 feet from the barnyard. 
The slayer apparently had lain in 
wait for the farmer. 
After the 
shooting, the assassin fled through 
the cornfield and lost himself to 
pursuers in the nearby wood. 
HAS 5 CHILDREN 
Basing is survived by a widow 
and five children. The 
farm on 
which he resided is located four 
miles south of Etna and has been 
in the possession 
of 
the Basing 
family for generations.

What Causes Appendicitis 
I 
N SU R A N C E peo ple are 
w o rry­ 
ing abo ut the increase o f ap­ 
pendicitis as the cause o f death in 
this co untry. They cite statistics to 
sho w th a t in 60 cities the appen­ 
dicitis death rate in 1910 w as 13.3 
per 100,000, and in 1930 it was 17.5. 
The. theo ry is advanced th a t the in­ 
crease m ay be due in p a rt to un­ 
skillful surgical treatm ent. 
This explanatio n is hard to ac­ 
cept. 
It is a widespread belief th a t 
the technique o f appendecto m y has 
been vastly impro ved since 1910. 
One explanatio n 
o f 
the 
in­ 
creasing death rate th a t m ay a p ­ 
pear reaso nable is the decreasing 
death ra te fro m o ther disease. In 
this wo rld o f m o rtals, peo ple have 
to die so metime, o f so mething, and 
if the death rate fro m so many 
o th er diseases is being cut, it may 
be th a t the death rate fro m ap ­ 
pendicitis is no t being lo wered pro ­ 
po rtio nately.

Since the cause o f the disease is no t 
kno wn, no means o f preventio n can 
be fo und. But certainly it is essen­ 
tial th a t all suspected cases o f in­ 
fantile paralysis receive the bene­ 
fit o f all the accumulated kno wledge 
regarding the care o f the victim.

Even the physician may be puz­ 
zled. Often it is impo ssible to make 
a diagno sis witho ut the aid o f a 
spinal puncture. 
This is a simple 
pro cedure and sho uld no t be dread- 
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ed. So me o f the fluid in the spinal 
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co rd is o btained and examined un­ 
der a micro sco pe, and this generally 
makes it po ssible to determine the 
presence o r absence o f the disease. 
When the disease has been rec­ 
o gnized in its early stages use o f a 
“co nvalescent serum ” has prevented 
the o ccurence o f paralysis in many 
cases, and has averted fatal co mpli­ 
catio ns.

The Proper Diagnosis

Since the cause of the disease is not 
known, no means of prevention can 
be found. But certainly it is essen- 
tial that all suspected cases of in- 
fantile paralysis receive the bene- 
fit of all the accumulated knowledge 
regarding the care of the victim.

It maybe in an extremely mild form, 
and the signs and symptoms are 
sometimes extremely -vague. 


Everr the physician may be puz- 


I zled. Often it is impossible to make 
a diagnosis without the aid of a 
spinal puncture. This is a simple 
procedure and should not be dread- 
ed. Some of the finiti in the spinal 
cord is obtained and examined un- 
der a microscope, and this generally 
makes it possible 10 determine ihe 
presence or absence of the disease. 


V\rhen the disease has been rec- 


ognized in its eariy stages use of a 
"convalescent serum" has prevented 
the occurance of paralysis in many 
cases, ar/d has averted fatal compli- 
cations. This serum is taken from 
the blood of an individual who has 
recovered from infantile paralysis.

Curiosity aroused in the mind of 


a youth by an encyclopaedia de- 
scription of the phenomenon of 
electricity led him into a career 
that has-made him an electrical ex- 
pert and an inventor. 


At an age when other boys in the 


little town of Sheridan, Montana, 
were thinking about fishing and 
swimming, Claude I. Cronburg was 
probing into the depths of electrical 
principles and constructing experi- 
mental apparatus out of discarded 
beer bottles, broken boilers and 
bailing wire. Spurred by his in- 
satiable thirst for knowledge after 
reading an explanation of electric- 
ity, the youthful explorer ha,d ac- 
cumulated a store of infornration 
about his adopted study at the'age 
of 14 that equaled the knowledge 
gained in a normal four-year "elec- 
trical engineering course at college. 


Among his early experiments, he 


constructed a home-made telephone 
which helO so much interest for 
him that he left home to learn the 
telephone business, then in its 
earlier stages of development. From 
the time of his first job as battery 


boy in Spokane, Washington, the 
boy's inquiring mind continued to 
prompt him to seek new truths 
about electricity. 


His constant experiments have 


been responsible for numerous re- 
finements and additions to the tele- 
phonic art, especially in develop- 
ment of new circuit arrangements. 
His creative genius, however, has 
not been confined to telephone de- 
vices, but also has been applied to 
pioblems in other lines of the elec- 
trical field. 


Mr. Orenburg and an associate, 


Wayne W. Lingo, of Cleveland, 
recently received a patent on a 
mysterious remote cbntrol switch 
to be used for novelty advertising. 
The rheostat-like switch which fits 
on the outside of a display window 
enables 'window-shoppers to turn 
on or shut off electrical appliances 
inside the window at will without 
entering the store.

Curiosity aroused in the mind of 
a youth by an encyclopaedia de­ 
scription of the phenomenon of 
electricity led him into a career 
that has made him an electrical ex­ 
pert and an inventor. 
At an age when other boys in the 
little town of Sheridan, Montana, 
were thinking about fishing and 
swimming, Claude I. Cronburg was 
probing into the depths of electrical 
principles and constructing experi­ 
mental apparatus out of discarded 
beer bottles, broken boilers and 
bailing wire. 
Spurred by his in­ 
satiable thirst for knowledge after 
reading an explanation of electric­ 
ity, the youthful explorer had ac­ 
cumulated a store of information 
about his adopted study at the age 
of 14 that equaled the knowledge 
gained in a normal four-year elec­ 
trical engineering course at college. 
Among his early experiments, he 
constructed a home-made telephone 
which held so much interest for 
him that he left home to learn the 
telephone 
business, then 
in 
its 


boy in Spokane, Washington, the 
boy’s inquiring mind continued to 
prompt him to seek new truths 
about electricity. 
His constant experiments have 
been responsible for numerous re­ 
finements and additions to the tele­ 
phonic art, especially in develop­ 
ment of new circuit arrangements. 
His creative genius, however, has 
not been confined to telephone de­ 
vices, but also has been applied to 
problems in other lines of the elec­ 
trical field. 
Mr. Cronburg and an associate, 
Wayne W. Lingo, of Cleveland, 
recently received a patent on a 
mysterious remote control switch 
to be used for novelty advertising. 
The rheostat-like switch which fits 
on the outside of a display window 
enables window-shoppers to turn 
on or shut off electrical appliances 
inside the window at will without 
entering the store. 
Mr. Cronburg, whose telephone 
career covers 28 years in Spokane, 
Chicago and Cleveland, is now vo­ 
cational instructor for The Ohio
